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NOTIFICATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE;  TABLE 
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DURSLEY  PHYSIOTHERAPY  CLINIC. 


The  following  is  a report  on  treatments  undertaken  at  the  above 
Clinic  during  197 3 ^ 

"This  has  been  another  busy  year  and  but  for  the  withdrawal  of 
transport  facilities,  attendances  would  have  proved  to  be  an  all  time 
record.  However  since  November  19th,  1973>  when  transport  by  Ambulance 
and  Hospital  Car  Service  was  stopped  many  patients  had  their  treatment 
continuity  interrupted  and  others  were  unable  to  commence  treatment 
because  they  were  unable  to  use  public  transport. 

I would  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  members  of  the  Wo tton- under-Edge 
W.V.S.  and  members  of  the  general  public  who  were  kind  enough  to  bring 
patients  to  the  Clinic,  arid  to  thank  them  for  their  help,  which  was 
much  appreciated,  especially  by  the  unfortunate  patients. 

During  the  year,  621  patients  made  6,298  attendances  and  received 
12,393  treatments.  There  were  571  new  cases,  an  increase  of  2C  and 
5C  remained  under  treatment  from  1972. 

Cf  this  total,  the  largest  number  were  National  Health  Service 
patients  referred  from  the  Gloucester,  Stroud  and  Forest  Group  of 
Hospitals  and  totalled  291.  There  were  84  from  the  Bristol  Group,  and 
32  patients  referred  from  the  Clinic  at  Norman  Hill,  Dursley. 

The  number  of  private  patients  referred  for  treatment  by  Consultants 
and  General  Practitioners  was  153 > an  increase  of  14;  and  11  members  of 
local  Football  Clubs  received  treatment  for  minor  injuries. 

At  the  three  weekly  evening  clinics,  22  patients  made  321  attendances 
and  received  549  treatments. 

The  National  Health  Service  patients  were  referred  by  Consultants 
operating  at  Hospitals  in  Gloucester,  Cheltenham,  Stroud,  Standish, 
Tetbury,  Bristol,  Southmead,  Frenchay,  St.  Michael's  Children  Hospital, 
and  Berkeley. 

Of  the  conditions  treated  the  largest  number,  yet  again,  were  the 
spinal  ailments,  followed  by  the  arthritics  and  fractures  in  that  order. 

A feature  of  the  spinal  conditions  is  the  increasing  number  again 
being  relieved  by  surgical  means  of  rhizotomy,  laminectomy  and  bone  graft; 
and  the  technique  of  arthroplasty  of  hip  and  knee  joint  degeneration  has 
been  a most  successful  and  interesting  feature  of  the  modem  surgical 
treatment  of  these  conditions.  The  end  result  of  physiotherapy  in  these 
cases  has  proved  so  much  more  rewarding  with  a much  increased  return 
of  functional  activity. 

Equipment  generally  remains  in  good  condition,  but  it  must  be 
remembered  that  some  machines  have  been  in  constant  use  for  many  years 
and  deterioration  is  inevitable.  Replacement  of  the  multiple  treatment 
units  must  be  anticipated. 

During  the  year  Miss  Woodward  made  loans  of  82  articles  from  the 
Medical  Loan  section.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR. 


To:  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Thombury  Rural  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Last  year  I briefly  reviewed  the  circumstances  of  the  district  over 
the  preceding  100  years,  and  prior  to  the  reorganisation  of  Local 
Government  which  is  due  to  take  place  on  the  1st  April,  1974*  fhe 
significant  happenings  since  that  date  has  been  the  decision  that  the 
Five  Northern  Parishes  (Alkington,  Berkeley,  Hamfallow,  Ham  & Stone,  and 
Hinton)  will  remain  within  the  County  of  Gloucestershire  and  form  part  of 
the  new  Stroud  District  Council,  while  the  remainder  of  the  district  will 
be  transferred  to  the  new  County  of  Avon. 

On  the  health  of  the  area  there  is  little  of  outstanding  significance 
to  report,  apart  from  some  unusual  aspects  concerning  cases  of  salmonella. 

A consignment  of  contaminated  imported  frogs  legs  was  surrendered,  while  a 
consignment  of  unpasteurised  tinned  and  frozen  lobster  meat  caused  serious 
concern.  In  my  view,  this  type  of  product  requires  further  consideration 
for  legislative  control.  Generally,  the  sanitary  and  environmental 
conditions  of  the  district  continued  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  "waiting  list"  for  Council  houses  continues  to  increase,  and  the 
ever  increasing  rates  of  mortgage  interest,  coupled  with  high  costs  of 
housing,  has  presented  many  people,  particularly  young  couples,  with 
problems  of  obtaining  their  first  home.  Generally  the  housing  standards 
of  the  district  have  continually  improved  over  the  years,  in  many  cases 
with  the  aid  of  improvement  grant.  Many  properties,  the  subject  of  action 
under  Housing  Acts,  have  been  sold  at  fantastically  high  prices  for 
virtually  rebuilding  or  extensive  improvements,  primarily  because  the  site 
has  existing  user  rights. 

During  the  year,  additional  water  extraction  facilities  were 
proceeding  with  the  Bristol  Waterwork's  Company  Scheme  from  the  Sharpness 
and  Gloucester  Canal  at  Purton,  coupled  with  the  laying  of  a large  trunk 
main  from  Purton  to  Frampton  Cotterell. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  all 
Chairmen  and  Members  for  their  many  kindnesses  and  support,  as  well  as  to 
past  and  present  colleagues  for  their  loyalty  in  my  thirty-eight  and  a half 
years  of  service  with  this  Council.

3.  SEWERAGE: 

(a)  Soutti  Western  Area: 

The  provision  of  "foul"  sewers  has  now  been  completed  and  properties 
are  steadily  making  connections  to  it.  The  treatment  by  Pasveer  Ditch  at 
New  Passage  is  satisfactory. 

The  problems  of  tidal  overspill  in  the  Severn  Beach  area  have  still 
not  been  resolved,  although  it  is  many  years  since  this  was  first  referred 
to,  and  a strategy  of  "Defence  in  Depth"  was  put  forward. 

(b)  Eastern  Area: 

The  sewering  of  the  villages  of  Cromhall,  Rangeworthy  and  lytherington 
have  been  completed  with  treatment  by  means  of  the  Pasveer  Ditch  works  at 
Town  Well,  Cromhall,  which  is  operating  satisfactorily. 

(c)  Michaelwood  Treatment  Works: 

This  serves  the  villages  of  Newport,  Stone  and  Woodford,  as  well  as 
the  Michaelwood  Motorway  Service  Station.  The  increase  in  volume  from  the 
Service  Station  has  presented  problems.  Temporary  mobile  toilet  accommodation 
has  been  provided  by  the  operators  of  the  Service  Station.  It  appears 
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likely  that  this  station  will  be  expanded  and  additions  will  then  be  needed  at 
the  Treatment  Works. 

(d)  Northern  Area: 

The  Contract  in  excess  of  -half  a million  pounds  for  this  Scheme  has  been 
let  and  work  has  started.  It  provides  for  sewering  the  hamlets  of  Purton, 
Halmore,  part  of  Berkeley  Heath,  the  replacing  of  the  existing  Berkeley 
Treatment  Plant,  and  the  interception  of  the  untreated  discharge  from  Sharpness 
for  treatment  by  a Pasveer  Ditch  Treatment  Plant  in  the  area  of  Sharpness  Docks. 
It  is  scheduled  for  completion  late  in  1974 • 

(e)  Thombury  Treatment  Works; 

Because  of  complaints,  the  outfall  has  been  extended  further  into  the 
River  Severn. 

A Scheme  to  sewer  Oldbury  and  Littleton  has  been  prepared  and  approved 
with  discharge  to  the  Thombury  Works. 

Further  new  lines  of  sewers  are  in  course  of  being  laid  to  serve  the 
next  areas  scheduled  for  development  (areas  6 and  7). 

A Scheme  for  storm  water  sewering  is  also  in  hand  to  serve  these  areas, 
in  association  with  the  Streamside  footpath  proposals. 

(f ) Aust: 

The  Plant  continues  to  operate  below  its  designed  capacity. 

(g  - h)  Almonds bury  and  To eking ton; 

These  works  are  now  operating  beyond  their  designed  capacity. 

(i)  Alves ton; 

This  works  is  now  operating  within  its  designed  capacity. 

(j)  Small  Treatment  Plants: 

Various  small  plants  associated  with  Council  housing  sites  have  been 
abandoned  with  the  advent  of  more  general  sewering.  Those  that  remain  are  few 
in  number  and  operate  satisfactorily.

This  scheme  serves  Wotton-under-Edge,  Charfield 
and  Kingswood.

During  the  year  samples  of  water  from  one  dwelling  served  by  a 
borehole  were  found  to  have  a high  percentage  of  zinc.  The  cause  is  believed 
to  be  the  galvanised  iron  pipe  line  from  the  submersed  pump  to  the  house  and 
the  comparatively  small  amount  of  water  used.  The  owner  has  been  advised  to 
isolate  the  galvanised  pipe  from  the  copper  pipe  in  the  house  by  means  of  a 
length  of  plastic  pipe  and  also  to  give  the  system  a thorough  flush  before 
re- sampling  takes  place.

The  premises  to  which  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act 
applies  are  mainly  smaller  shops  and  offices  with  a minimum  number  of  staff. 

The  provisions  of  the  Act  have  been  applied,  and  have  over  the 
years  considerably  improved  the  working  conditions  of  a large  number  of 
people  throughout  the  district;  particularly  with  regard  to  the  Sanitaiy 
and  Washing  facilities  and  a comfortable  working  temperature. 

Modem  developments  of  office  and  shop  premises  have  tended  to 
use  mechanical  ventilation  particularly  for  Sanitary  conveniences  and  their 
intervening  ventilated  space  in  order  to  give  greater  flexibility  in  design 
and  optimum  utilisation  of  available  floor  space. 

We  have  endeavoured  to  give  advice  on  the  requirements  of  the 
Act  to  Architects  and  owners  at  the  design  stage  of  new  developments  and 
have  generally  found  this  to  be  a very  worthwhile  and  useful  exercise. 

Some  difficulty  has  been  experienced,  however,  with  offices  and  shop  units 
which  have  been  erected  to  let,  the  owners  being  reluctant  to  provide 
facilities  as  required  by  the  Act  when  in  fact  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
may  not  apply  to  the  premises  when  they  are  finally  let.  The  provision 
of  facilities  at  a later  date  often  proves  a very  costly  and  difficult 
exorcise.

3.  SEWERAGE: 

A.  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL: 

The  majority  of  the  District  is  sewered  to  the  Joint  Sewerage 
Committee's  Disposal  Works  at  Stanley  Down ton.  There  are  three  small 
private  sewage  disposal  plants  in  the  District,  and  all  septic  tanks 
and  cesspools  are  emptied  once  a year,  free  of  charge  to  the  occupiers, 
by  the  Council's  Contractors,  usualHy  Stroud  R.D.C.

D.  COMICN  LODGING  HOUSES; 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  within  the  District. 
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3.  CABAYM  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT.  I960: 

There  are  five  sites  within  the  District  occupied  by  a total  of  ten 
residential  caravans  or  moveable  homes.  None  of  the  sites  gives  rise  to 
any  environmental  problems. 

4.  NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT.  I960; 

An  increasingly  sensitive  public  has  generated  a considerable  flow 
of  complaints  under  this  heading.  The  great  majority  have  been  new 
complaints  usually  related  to  new  and  predominantly  very  localised 
noise  sources  fairly  easily  able  to  be  dealt  with.  There  was  a 
continued  diminution  of  complaint  about  longer  established  major  noise 
sources  where  further  progress  in  noise  abatement  measures  again  took 
place. 

An  increased  volume  of  work  was  related  to  discussion  and  advice 
about  noise  abatement  measures  at  the  design  and  planning  stage  of  new 
or  altered  industrial  development.  It  has  been  most  encouraging  to 
find  that  developers  are  becoming  more  anxious  to  discuss  their 
proposals,  in  the  context  of  noise  potential,  at  the  earliest  possible 
stages.

There  are  no  pasteurisation  plants  within  the  District;  no  samples 
of  liquid  egg  were  taken. 

D.  MILK  SUPPLIES; 

No  samples  of  raw  milk  were  taken  during  the  year. 

E.  ICE  CREAM: 

Monitoring  has  continued  of  premises  - usually  catering  businesses  - 
at  which  bulk  ice  cream  products  are  handled.  Correct  methods  appear 
to  be  well  understood,  and  no  cause  for  serious  criticism  has  been 
noted. 

F.  EXTRANEOUS  MATTER  IN  FOODS  AND  SUNDRY  FOOD  COMPLAINTS; 

47  substantiated  complaints  under  this  heading  were  received  and 
investigated  during  the  year.  In  one  case,  legal  proceedings  were 
instituted  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 # and  resulted  in  a 
conviction  and  fine.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION; 


A nUiiiber  of  instances  of  dark  smoke  emissions  were  investigated 
and  dealt  with  informally  during  the  year.  Such  emissions  from  a 
particularly  noticeable  and  occasionally  very  troublesome  source  were 
virtually  eliminated  during  the  year,  following  the  installation  of 
automatic  recording  and  warning  apparatus. 

9.  DEPOSIT  OF  POISONOUS  WASTE  ACT.  1972; 

The  administrative  machinery  established  to  implement  this 
legislation  has  worked  smoothly  throughout  the  year,  with  every 
co-operation  from  the  managements  concerned. 

10.  WATER  SUPPLY; 

(a)  Quantity; 

In  genereil,  the  supply  to  all  parts  of  the  district  has  been 
adequate  throughout  the  year.  There  were  a few  vestigial  problems 
from  the  difficult  situation  which  existed  during  the  previous 
year,  but  these  appear  to  have  been  satisfactorily  overcome. 

Quality: 

This  has  been  generally  satisfactory. 

Occasional  problems  of  discolouration  and  super- aeration 
(neither  of  public  health  significance)  have  again  been  reported, 
but  on  a considerably  smaller  scale  than  during  the  previous  year. 

(b)  The  few  independent  supplies  continuing  in  use  have  demonstrated 
a degree  of  contamination,  though  at  scarcely  significant  levels. 

(c)  The  population  of  19,429  occupies  just  over  7,000  houses,  of 
which  only  9 are  not  served  by  mains  water.  A single  standpipe 
continues  in  use  pending  completion  of  modernisation  of  a 
terrace  of  cottages. 

(d)  The  fluoride  content  of  water  supplies  in  the  District  is  negligible 
- a trace  only  is  present. 

11.  STRATFORD  PARK  SWIMMING  POOLS; 

Routine  comparator  checks  have  indicated  the  consistently  satisfactory 
quality  and  treatment  of  the  water  supply  to  the  pools. 

12.  PET  ANIMALS  ACT.  1951: 

Ther^  are  three  licensed  premises  in  the  District.  Two  of  these 
are  also  registered  for  the  sale  of  animal  feeding  stuffs.  The  relevant 
legal  requirements  are  satisfactorily  complied  with  in  each  case. 

13.  ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT.  1963: 

Only  one  such  establishment  exists  in  the  District.  This  is  not 
licensed,  since  it  does  not  constitute  the  main  activity  of  the  business 
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of  which  it  forms  part  and  is  therefore  exempt  from  licensing  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  5(l)(a-)  of  "the  Act. 

The  premises  are  nevertheless  subject  to  occasional  routine 
inspection  and  do  conform  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act, 


14.  RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT; 

There  are  no  premises  in  the  District  which  require  to  be  licensed 
under  the  Act. 

Four  premises  are  registered  for  the  storage  of  materials  to  which 
the  Act  applies. 


15.  HAIRDRESSERS  AND  BARBERS  PREMISES: 

The  number  of  premises  registered  under  the  Gloucestershire  County 
Council  Act,  1956,  is  30. 

16.  REPORTS  BY  THE  MGIMEER  AND  SURVEYOR; 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL;

Construction  of  the  storm  water  overflow  pumping  station  on  the 
trunk  sewer  at  Wallbridge  commenced  in  September  and  is  scheduled  for 
* completion  by  mid- 1974*  Sewers  have  been  laid  (a)  to  serve  most  of  the 

unsewered  properties  in  Callow ell  and  (b)  to  serve  new  development  and 
unsewered  properties  in  Farmhill  Lane. 

Construction  of  main  sewers  within  the  Foxmoor  Development  to  serve 
general  District  needs  is  now  completed. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL; 

The  authorised  changeover  to  the  use  of  plastic  sacks  for  refuse 
collection  has,  for  various  reasons,  not  been  introduced. 

The  Tip  at  Ebley  closed  in  mid-October,  and  refuse  is  now  taken  to 
a Tip  at  Horsley. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES: 

The  Cainscross  facilities  have  now  been  re-sited  on  the  Council's 
Cainscross  Car  Park.
